WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Silver 


began to flow into the mints and as- 
say offices of the United States at a 
rapid rate today. 


Silver on hand in the treasury 


June 14 which had been purchased 
under the execute order of Dec. 21, 
1933, 
has bene made the basis for 


the issuance of silver certificates at 
the rate of $1.29 an ounce. 


Under that order about $80,000,000 


in certificates will be issued. Ap- 
proximately $12,000,000 of these cer- 
tificates have been prepared by the 
bureau of engraving and printing. 
The rest of the $80,000,000 will be 
rushed out as rapidly as the presses 
can print them. 
This silver had been purchased at 


an- average of 75 cents an ounce, 
both in foreign and domestic mar- 
kets. The newly mined silver was 
purchased at 64 •£ cents an ounce. 


Profit To Nation. 
The seignolrage or profit on that 


silver has amounted so far to about 
$10,000,000 and is carried as gen- 
eral receipts of the treasury. Seig- 
noirage does not accrue until silver 
certificates are issued against silver 
in excess of the purchase cost. The 
limitation of certificates is $1.29 per 
ounce in silver. 


Silver bullion in the United States 
on the date of the August 9 execu- 
tive order is required to be delivered 
to the treasury within 90 days. That 
silver Is being purchased at 50.01 
cents an ounce. 
Technically the 


treasury pays $1.29 an ounce for the 
silver but deducts 61 8-25 cents an 
ounce of the volume of that silver 
received as seigniorage and minting 
charges. That volume of silver is 
placed in the treasury and is made 
the basis for the future issue of sil- 
ver certificates at the rate of $1.29 
an ounce. 


In some circles observers believed 
the silver program was designed to 
appease the inflationist group in 
congress headed by Senator Thomas 
(D) of Oklahoma, by setting up a 
mild degree of inflation without 
actually 
"starting 
the 
printing 
pi-esses." 


The administration faces a stiff 


fight when congress next meets be- 
cause it was confidently expected 
that the inflationist group would 
make every effort for an expansion 
of the currency. 
Treasury officials continued to 


contend that the currency could not 
be expanded unless there was a 
real demand for money in industrial 
and commercial circles. They in- 
sisted that as silver certificates were 
forced into circulation other me- 
diums of circulation would return to 
the treasury.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Silver 


began to flow into the mints and as- 
say offices of the United States at a 
rapid rate today. 
Silver on hand in the treasury 


June 14 which liad been purchased 
under the execute order of Dec. 21, 
1933, has bene made the basis for 
the issuance of silver certificates at 
the rate of $1.29 an ounce. 
Under that order about $80,000,000 


in. certificates will be issued. 
Ap- 


proximately. 412,000,000 of these cer- 
tificates have been prepared by the 
bureau of. engraving and printing. 
The rest of the $80,000,000 will be 
rushed out as rapidly as the presses 
can print them. 
This silver had been purchased at 


an- average of 75 cents an ounce, 
both in foreign and domestic mar- 
kets. The newly mined silver was 
purchased at 04'-A cents an ounce. 


Profit To Nnllon. 


The seignolrage or profit on that 


silver has amounted so far to about 
$10,000,000 and is carried as gen- 
eral receipts of the treasury. Seig- 
noirage does not accrue until silver 
certificates are Issued against silver 
in excess of the purchase cost. The 
limitation of certificates is $1.29 per 
ounce in silver. 
' 


Sliver bullion in the United States 


on the date of the August 9 execu- 
tive order Is required to be delivered 
to the treasury within 90 days. That 
sliver Is being purchased at 60.01 
cents an ounce. 
Technically the 


treasury pays $1.29 an ounce for the 
silver but deducts 61 8-25 cents an 
ounce of the volume of that silver 
received as seigniorage and minting 
charges. That volume of silver is 
placed in the treasury and Is made 
the basis for the future Issue of sil- 
ver certificates at the rate of $1.29 
an ounce. 
In some circles observers believed 


tho silver program was designed to 
appease the inflationist 
group in 


congress headed by Senator Thomas 
(D) of Oklahoma, by setting up a 
mild degree of Inflation without 
actually 
"starting 
the 
printing 


presses." 
The administration faces a stiff 


fight when congress next meets be- 
cause it was confidently expected 
that the inflationist group would 
make every effort for an expansion 
of the currency. 


Treasury 
officials continued to 


contend that the currency could not 
be expanded unless there was a 
real demand for money in industrial 
and commercial circles. 
They in- 


sisted that as silver certificates were 
forced into circulation other me- 
diums of circulation would return to 
the treasury.

UST why Admiral Byrd chose to alienate himself from his base 
and his comrades and live the life of a recluse 123 miles dis- 


tant from Little America is not readily comprehensible to the 
lay mind. 
However, he abandoned such comforts of home as 


the remainder of the expedition was enjoying and shut himself 
up in a shack from March 28 until, after three attempts, he was 
"rescued" by a relief party this week, which, for 70 hours, suf- 
fered all sorts of hardships. 


That he has been found safe, although weak, is cause for 


gratitude. 
A courageous man .and fired with intense zeal, it 


would have been deplorable had he succumbed to the elements 
in his lonely habitation. That he may return to civilization in 
safety must be the prayerful hope of all Americans. 
And when 


he does it will also be the prayerful hope of a great many that 
he will be content with his discoveries and abandon the South 
Pole and the Antarctic Continent to the storms and the far-be- 
low-zero weather. 
For there seems to be no compelling reason 


why these explorations should be Continued. 


The trail of intrepid explorers is always followed with in- 


tense interest. A long line of them sought to locate the North 
Pole, always with the thought that somewhere in the frozen 
North a Northwest Passage for ships might be within the range 
of possibility remarks the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
In those days 


there were treks with dogs and sledges, with loss of life and relief 
expeditions innumerable, up to the time of Peary, who planted 
the flag on what he had determined was the location of the 
Pole. 
Since then there has arrived the airplane which, leaving 


the base of supplies, is capable of flying over great distances. 
The dog-sled is a side show. 


With definite information concerning the North Pole and 


(he elimination of the Northwest Passage, which was never 
more than a theory, there is a question whether there is any 
call for further adventures into that region, whether anything 
more of importance is to be learned thereJ 
And so with the 


South Pole. 
It has been flown over. 
The immense surround- 


ing territory has been fairly well mapped out. There are moun- 
tains buried under ice—and apparently nothing else. 


LATEST U. S. PROBLEM 


Dry weather and the effects of drought on relief and purchasing 


power, are now one of the nation's biggest problems. 


A wholly unexpected burden of relief faces the government, that 


of feeding the drought-stricken farmers. To get the mney Uncle Sam 
can take one of several methods, but any of them, -will act in some de- 
gree like sand in the machinery of recovery.

Now nature has en- 
tered into a conspiracy with price-raisers to boost the cost of necessities. 


Secretary Wallace now says that crop control must go on, and 


surpluses be kept to a minimum. More people than the Republicans 
had hoped the secretary would admit his error of too much "relief." If 
the lack of forests is dooming us to drouths and sand blizzards as annual 
events then Wallace is very much on the wrong track. 


WHOSE OX IS BEING GORED? 


"A group of Washington editors were singing the pvaises of gov- 


ernment ownership of public utilities, railroads, oil and gas distribution, 
steamships, mines and what-not," says an editorial in Skamania County 
Pioneer, Stevenson, Washington.

While I am convinced that 
the chair 
Is the most humane 


method of execution it is after all 
only a legal killing. I can reach 
but one conclusion 
every time I 
carry out a death sentence. From 
every point of view the death pen- 
alty is futile.

15, 1914.—Light cruiser Emden head- ' 
ed away from Pagan in Mariana 
Islands, where Von Spee's Far East- 
ern squadron had its last rendez- 
vous, on an epic voyage that was to 
provide one of the greatest of sea 
stories and win the excited admira- 
tion of the world. 


Alone, -without expectation of ever 


seeing their homes again, Captain 
von Muller and the crew fought 
their way through China seas, into 
the Bay of Bengal and across the 
Indian Ocean, repeatedly outwitting 
and outspeeding enemy squadrons. 
They defeated and 
captured 24 


enemy ships, destroying cargoes and 
property valued at $10,000,000 and 
sent marine insurance rates rocket- 
ing—in two months roving the high 
seas as raiders. 


One of the crew, Lt. Capt. von 


Mucke, provides us with a first hand 
account of the Emden's adventures, 
explaining; 


"We knew quite well that 16 hos- 


tile ships were in pursuit of us. 
We never had any information with 
regard to the position o£ these. . . . 
The Emden was the smallest and 
least formidable of all the warships 
in the Indian Ocean. There was 
not a hostile cruiser that she was 
likely to meet, that was not her 
superior in strength. That the Em-1 
den's career must soon be cut short i 
was therefore a prospect of which 
everyone aboard her felt certain. 
Many hounds are certain death to 
the hare. 


"Our commander had set this as- 


pect of affairs before us. sharply 
and clearly, at the very outset of 
the Emden's career, pointing out 
that the only future ahead of the 
Emden was to inflict as much dam- 
age as possible upon the enemy be- 
fore she herself could be destroyed, 
which, in any event, could be but 
a question of time." 


More than once British or French 


cargo ships, having learned by wire- 
less of the 
Emden's 
proximity, 
steamed with relief into her range, 
fooled by her appearance. All En- 
glish warships have two or four fun- 
nels, whereas the Emden had three. 
But. . . . 


"Out of wooden laths and sail- 


cloth we soon had constructed a 
funnel of most elegant appearance, 
and, when it had been placed in 
position, the Emden was the exacc 
counterpart of the British cruiser 
Yarmouth"! 


The depredations of the Emden 


and her lone wolf sisters are con- 
fined largely to the East. 
Japan 


soon will Join the British and 
French in tracking them down. On 
the morrow, on the 16th, Tokyo will 
address an ultimatum to Berlin of

mal surplus wheat stocks through- 
out the world will be reduced, if not 
eliminated, under 
the 
blaze of 


world-wide drought conditions, the 
department of agriculture reported 
today. 
American per capita wheat pro- 


duction this year is the lowest on 
record. The total crop being under 
500.000,000 bushels. 


Canadian estimates 
indicate 
a 


crop not much above last season's 
short crop. Europe's crop likewise 
down. 
The report said there is no like- 


hood that the population will be 
short of foodstuffs, but livestock in 
over more than half the country is 
already short of feed. 


Emergency Movement 


"Not in two generations has such 


a widespread emergency movement 
of livestock been seen in the west 
In midsummer," the report contin- 
ued. "The entire south-west presents 
a scene of grim struggle to get feed 
and water enough for "the herds to 
survive." 
As a result of what the depart- 


ment termed an enforced "liquida- 
tion of cattle and sheep," millions 
ol pounds of surplus beef are now 
available for feeding unemployed 
this winter. 


Besides this surplus food which 


the government has been forced to 
accumulate, the department said the 
country's commercial 
supplies 
of 


fresh vegetables and fruits, produced 
mainly around the coastal regions, 
' are plentiful this season, 
though 


short enough to furnish a profitable 
market for growers.

THE CODE SIGNERS AND THE 


CONSTITUTION 


Editor News:— 


In an editorial in The News ol 


August 9, it was stated that John- 
son now admitted that the newspa- 
pers were right In refusing to sign, 
the code, until a clause was in- 
serted reserving to them all their 
Constitutional rights. 'This brings 
up some interesting history.

Magna Charter, which has been the 
law of England for nearly one thou- 
sand years. All civilized nations, an- 
cient and modem, except Russia, 
had some such provision. Without 
It, no one could safely own property. 


When the codes were first sub- 


mitted, this question was immedi- 
ately brought up. It was discussed 
at length between Johnson and the 
attorneys for the code signers. He 
assured them again and again that 
by no possibility could the signing ol 
the code be a waiver of the consti- 
tutional right under the above sec- 
tion. 
After months of discussion 


and upon the assurance by Johnson 
that no such construction could be 
placed upon "the codes they were 
generally signed. 
The newspaper 


publishers, however, refused to sign 
until a clause was Inserted reserving 
to them the rights guaranteed by 
the Constitution. 
In this Johnson 


now admits they were right. 


In the suit filed against the Wier- 


ton Steel company, the position tak- 
en by the steel company was, that 
the enforcement of the codes would 
be the taking of private property 
not for public use and without com- 
pensation. The attorney general Im- 
mediately answered that the steel 
company had signed the code and 
had, therefore, waived all their con- 
stitutional rights in the ownership 
of private property. If this position 
Is sustained by the supreme court, 
every signer of the code has abso- 
lutely waived all rights as guaran- 
teed under the Constitution, that is, 
any property that he may own may 
be taken by the government at any 
time without any compensation and 
not for public use. 


This arises from the fact that if 


the government has the power to fix 
prices at which the owner may sell 
his property, it of necessity Includes 
the power to take the property at 
any price which the government 


may fix, or to take it without any 
compensation whatsoever. 


If the position of the attorney 


general is sustained in the Weirton 
Steel company's caes, every signer 
of the code has absolutely waived all 
their constitutional rights in the 
ownership ol private property. 


The bribe offered to the code sign- 


ers by the government was the in- 
crease allowed in the sale price of 
merchandise. The government, how- 
ever, said nothing of the fact that if 
they had power to raise prises, they 
likewise had power to reduce prices. 
In other words, the code signers were 
surrendering to the government all 
power that they had'as owners of 
the property over the prices at which 
same could be sold. This was the 
position taker, by the 
newspaper 


publishers and Johnson now admits 
that they were correct.

THE CODE SIGNERS AND THE 


CONSTITUTION 


Editor News:— 


In an editorial in The News of 


August 9, it was stated that John- 
son now admitted that the newspa- 
pers were right in refusing to sign 
the code, until a clause was in- 
serted reserving to them all their 
Constitutional rights. 'This brings 
up some interesting history. 


The Constitution specifically pro- 


hibits the taking of private proper- 
ty except for public use and upon 
the payment of full compensation. 
We get this provision from 
the 


Magna Charter, which has been the 
law of England for nearly one thou- 
sand years. All civilized nations, an- 
cient and modern, except Russia, 
had some such provision. 
Without 


it, no one could safely own property. 


When the codes were first sub- 


mitted, this question was Immedi- 
ately brought up. It was discussed 
at length between Johnson and the 
attorneys for the code signers. He 
assured them again and again that 
by no possibility could the signing of 
the =ode be a waiver of the consti- 
tutional right under the above sec- 
tion.

The bribe offered to the code sign- 


ers by the government was the in- 
crease allowed in the sale price of 
merchandise. The government, how- 
ever, said nothing of the fact that if 
they had power to raise prises, they 
likewise had power to reduce prices. 
In other words, the code signers were 
surrendering to the government all 
power that they had as owners of 
the property over the prices at which 
same could be sold. This was the 
position taker, by the newspaper 
publishers and Johnson now admits 
that they were correct.

tradition of the regiment, unwav- 
eringly going 
forward that 
the 


Union might be upheld. The history 
of 
the regiment will be a glorious 


page In the military history of the 
United States as long as time shall 
last. The deeds of those youhgsters 
who went out of Lawrence county 
with the Roundheads will serve for- 
ever as an inspiration to their de- 
scendants and to the people of the 
county. 
The first battle in which the regi- 


ment was engaged was that at Port 
Royal,' S. C., on November 7, 1861. 
On January 1, 1862, they were en- 
gaged at Port Royal Ferry, S. C.

Reunions of military units are 


not an uncommon thing. Civil War 
regiments, Spanish and World War 
hold them each year, but not all of 
them have held reunions for as 
many years as has the 100th Round- 
head regiment, and but few of them 
got organized as soon after the war 
as did the Roundheads. 


The reunion today In the Central 


Presbyterian church Is the 69th 
annual affair of the kind. The first 
step towards organizing the regi- 
ment was taken on November 18, 
1866, in Good Templars hall, Pitts- 
burgh, when the Roundhead Regi- 
mental Association was formed. The 
next meeting was in New Castle, on 
September 17, 1B67, and 
reunions 


have been held every year since. 


For a. number of years the reun- 


ions saw hundreds of the veterans 
getting together. 
Time took its 
ravages and gradually the number 
became smaller due to deaths and 
age. 
As the years rolled on the de- 


scendants of the. men of the famous 
regiment joined with the survivors 
and have taken an Increasing In- 
terest in preserving the memories 
of the Roundheads. 


The officers elected in 1933 were 


all descendants 
of the regiment 


men, with the exception of the pres- 
ident, James P. Sankey, of Crafton,

' Here Today 


One of the ritualistic rites at the 


annual Roundhead reunion, which 
is being held today In the Central 
Presbyterian church i« the reading 
of the memorial to the regiment, 
prepared on September 12, 1894. The 
memorial was originally prepared 
by Chaplain Robert Audley Browne 
and each year as the reunion Is held, 
the memorial is read again. 


It is a beautiful thing, short and 


expressive and well worth repeat- 
ing here. It follows: 


"To these comrades we do not to- 


day extend the cordial 
grasp of 
hands but tender to their memory 
the tribute of reverence due the 
dead." 


"We bear testimony to their faith- 


ful patriotic devotion and 
perals- 


tance in the face of perils and en- 
durance of hardships for their coun- 
try. 


The offering of their lives to their 


Country*was not accepted on the 
battlefield or among those who died 
in hospitals during the great strug- 
gle. They were permitted to see 
years of prosperity and glory to the 
country they helped to re-unite and 
save. 
Living, they served together shoul- 


der to shoulder with us in widely 
divided fields. 


They died and they slept in wide 


apart portions of the country, but 
they helped to make this their com- 
mon country one and indivisible. 
Their kindred mourn for them. 


We are mourners also and pay this 
tribute to their memory."

As the few veterans gather today at 
the reunion table the spirits of their 
comrades hover near, and since the 
last reunion a number have joined 
their comrades over the river. 
There have been three deaths 
since the 1933 reunion ol Round- 
heads.

Has Fine War Record 


In all the history of the 
Union 
forces in the Civil W ar none had a 
more glorious history than the 100th 
Roundhead Regiment. 
The 
69th 
annual reunion of which is being 
held today in the Central Presbyter­ 
ian church, formerly White Hall. In 
almost from the start, the regiment 
fought 26 engagements, emerging 
from the war with a record written 
in letters of fire and gold. 
The regim ent was organized 
in 
August 1861, the enlistments being 
for a three year period. In January 
1864 the regiment re-enlisted 
and 
aerved until the men were mustered 
out on July 24, 1865 
Looking over the battle record of 
the 
famous old regim ent is like 
reading the high spots of the Civil 
War. 
Bull, Run, Antietam. Spott- 
gylvania, the Wilderness, Cold H ar­ 
bor, Vicksburg, and the assault on 
Petersburg, all of them key battle 
and in all of them the Roundheads 
were in the thick of the battle. 
The casualties were heavy but the 
regiment went on, filling the gaps 
with new recruits, upholding the 
tradition of the regiment, unwav­ 
eringly soing 
forward 
th at 
the 
Union might be upheld. The history 
of 
the regiment will be a glorious 
page in the military history of the 
United States as long as time shall 
last. The deeds of those youngsters 
who went out of Lawrence county 
with the Roundheads will serve for­ 
ever as an inspiration to their de­ 
scendants and to the people of the 
county.

Reunions of military units are 
not an uncommon thing. Civil War 
regiments, Spanish and World War 
hold them each year, but not all of 
them have held reunions for as 
many years as has the 100th Round­ 
head regiment, and but few of them 
got organized as soon after the war 
as did the Roundheads. 
The reunion today in the Central 
Presbyterian church 
is 
the 69th 
annual affair of the kind. The first 
step towards organizing the regi­ 
ment was taken on November 18, 
1866, in Good Templars hall, Pitts­ 
burgh, when the Roundhead Regi­ 
mental Association was formed. The 
next meeting was in New Castle, on 
September 17, 1867, and reunions 
have been held every year since. 
For a number of years the reun­ 
ions saw hundreds of the veterans 
getting 
together. 
Time 
took 
its 
ravages and gradually the number 
became smaller due to deaths and 
age. As the years rolled on the de­ 
scendants of the men of the famous 
regiment Joined with the survivors 
and have taken an increasing in­ 
terest in preserving the memories 
of the Roundheads. 
The officers elected in 1933 were 
all descendants 
of 
the regiment 
men, with the exception of the pres­ 
ident, James P. Sankey, of Crafton,

Part Of Service At Roundhead 
Reunion 
Being

One of the ritualistic rites at the 
annual Roundhead reunion, which 
is being held today in the Central 
Presbyterian church is the reading 
of the memorial to the regiment, 
prepared on September 12, 1894. The 
memorial was originally prepared 
by Chaplain Robert Audley Browne 
and each year as the reunion is held, 
the memorial is read again. 
It is a beautiful thing, short and 
expressive and well worth repeat­ 
ing here. It follows: 
“To these comrades we do not to­ 
day extend the cordial 
grasp 
of 
hands but tender to their memory 
the tribute of reverence due the 
dead.” 
"We bear testimony to their faith­ 
ful patriotic devotion and 
persls- 
tance in the face of perils and en­ 
durance of hardships for their coun­ 
try. 
The offering of their lives to their 
C ountry'w as not accepted on the 
battlefield or among those who died 
in hospitals during the great strug­ 
gle. They were permitted 
to 
see 
years of prosperity and glory to the 
country they helped to re-unite and 
SRV6. 
Living, they served together shoul­ 
der to shoulder with us in widely 
divided fields. 
They died and they slept in wide 
apart portions of the country, but 
they helped to make this their com­ 
mon country one and indivisible. 
Their kindred mourn for them. 
We are mourners also and pay this 
tribute to their memory.”

In his letter he ex­ 
plains th at his wife had but re­ 
cently died and he could not be 
present. 
Before the reunion could 
be held he too passed on and today, 
the 69th reunion of the regiment 
with which he fought, Lieutenant 
John W. Morrison is being laid away 
in Valley Forge cemetery. His let­ 
ter and the letter of his son follow:

I never missed a roll call except 
when on duty and the six months 
I was in those worse than H 
s. 
There were many thousands of 
good loyal boys who followed Old 


Glory and the Roundhead regiment 
had the equal of any. 
On my way home from the 8. C. 
prisons I had to change cars at Bal­ 
timore. Sitting in the waiting room 
close to my left was a party dressed 
as a civilian. 
He asked me what 
regiment I belonged to and I replied 
"the 100th (Roundhead) regiment ”. 
He Jumped in front of me and said 
‘My God, is it you, Billie?” He was 
W. F. Lyon, a former first lieuten­ 
ant of my company. He had com­ 
mand of part of the skirmish the 
day I was captured. 

Lyon was the last Round­ 
head I said goodbye to before my 
capture and was the first Union 
man to recognize me after my prison 
experience.

Has Fine War Record 


In all the history of the Union 


forces in the Civil War none had a 
more glorious history than the 100th 
Roundhead Regiment. 
The 
69th 


annual reunion o£ which is being 
held today in the Central Presbyter- 
Ian church, formerly White Hall. In 
almost from the start, the regiment 
fought 26 engagements, emerging 
from the war with a record written 
in letters o£ fire and gold. 


The regiment was organized in 


August 1861, the enlistments being 
for a three year period. In January 
1864 
the regiment re-enlisted and 


- served until the men were mustered 


out on July 24, 1865. 
Looking over the battle record of 


the 
famous old regiment is like 


reading the high spots of the Civil 
War. 
Bull, Run, Antietam, Spott- 


sylvania, the Wilderness, Cold Har- 
bor Vicksburg, and the assault on 
Petersburg, all of them key battles 
and in all of them the Roundheads 
were in the thick of the battle. 


The casualties were heavy but the 


regiment went on, filling the gaps 
with new recruits, upholding the 
tradition of the regiment, unwav- 
eringly going 
forward 
that 
the 


Union might be upheld. The history 
of 
the regiment will be a glorious 


page in the military history of the 
United States as long as time shall 
last. The deeds of those youngsters 
who went out of Lawrence county 
with the Roundheads will serve for- 
ever as an Inspiration to.their de- 
scendants and to the people of the 
county. 
The first battle in which the regi- 


ment was engaged was that at Port 
Royai; S. C., on November 7, 1861. 
On January 1. 1862. they were en- 
gaged at Port Royal Ferry, S. C. 
From .then on their record is one of 
continuous battle almost.

Reunions of military units are 


not an uncommon thing. Civil War 
regiments, Spanish and World War 
hold them each year, but not all of 
them have held reunions for as 
many years as has the 100th Round- 
head regiment, and but few of them 
got organized as soon after the war 
as did the Roundheads. 


The reunion today in the Central 


Presbyterian church is the 69th 
annual affair of the kind. The first 
step towards organizing Uie regi- 
ment was taken on November 18, 
1866, 
in Good Templars hall, Pitts- 


burgh, when the Roundhead Regi- 
mental Association was formed. The 
next meeting was in New Castle, on 
September 17, 1867, and reunions 
have been held every year since. 


For a number of years the reun- 


ions saw hundreds of the veterans 
getting together. 
Time took its 


ravages and gradually the number 
became smaller due to deaths and 
age. 
As the years rolled on the de- 


scendants of the. men of the famous 
regiment Joined with the survivors 
and have taken an Increasing in- 
terest in preserving the memories 
of the Roundheads. 


The officers elected In 1933 were 


all descendants of the regiment 
men, with the exception of the pres- 
ident, James P. Sankey, of Crafton,

"To these comrades we do not to-

durance of hardships for their coun- 
try. 


The offering of their lives to their 


Country*was not accepted on the 
battlefield or among those who died 
in hospitals during the great strug- 
gle. They were permitted to see 
years of prosperity and glory to the 
country they helped to re-unite and 
save. 


Living, they served together shoul- 


der to shoulder with us in widely 
divided fields. 


They died and they slept in wide 
apart portions of the country, but 
they helped to make this their com- 
mon country one and Indivisible. 
Their kindred mourn for them. 


We are mourners also and pay this 
tribute to their memory."

Benefits Wide Area. 


7 It serves no special selfish inter

and eastern Ohio. 
It will prevent great losses from 


floods and from droughts and, in 
these days in which we are reading 
so much about the tremendous cost 
of droughts, that means more than 
ever before to all of us. 
It should be a matter of real sat 


isfaction to every Pennsylvanian to 
know that the "Pymatuning dam, al- 
though it has Just been completed 
already has proven its worth. 


During this spring and early sum 


mer the western part of the state 
suffered the most severe drought on 
record. Without the supply of wa- 
ter in the dam the industrial loss 
through lack of water would have 
been huge in the industrial town 
.below the dam. 


Release Water. 


But, although by May 1st the res- 
ervoir was filled-to only 20 per cent 
of 
its total capacity, there was 


enough water to discharge more 
than two billion gallons through tlii 
gates of the dam to meet the need; 
for water for domestic, industria 
and sanitary purposes in the valley 
The first water was released on May 
2Bth at the rate of 20 million gal- 
lons per day.

An addi- 
tional 5170,000 came from the RFC.

measured in dollars- and cents, the 
dam is going to provide one of the 
finest recreation spots in Penn- 
sylvania, if not in the whole United 
States. 


This body of water will be richer 


in fish food than any other lake in 
the e,ast. Already the fish commis- 
sion has planted 44,000,000 pike perch 
and yellow perch. Many more mil- 
lions of blue gills, cat fish, sun fish 
and large mouth bass will be re- 
leased in the lake this year. 


Thousands of Camp Sites. 


There will be thousands of sites 


for public and private camps; there 
will be plenty of bathing beaches. 


The Department of Forests and 


Waters has already planted 1,300,000 
trees and will continue this work 
until every available area, .of the 
shore line and islands not needed 
for other purposes is completely set 
with trees.

It will prevent great losses from 
floods and from droughts and, in 
these days in which we are reading 
so much about the tremendous cost 
of droughts, that means more than 
ever before to all of us. 
It should be a matter of real sat­ 
isfaction to every Pennsylvanian to 
know that the Pymatuning dam, al­ 
though it has just been completed, 
already has proven its worth. 
During this spring and early sum­ 
mer the western part of the state 
suffered the most severe drought on 
record. Without the supply of wa­ 
ter in the dam the industrial loss 
through lack of water would have 
been huge in the industrial towns 
below the dam.

PROFESSIONAL VS. COLLEGE 


FOOTBALL 


The football game at Soldiers' 
Field Id Chicago on August 31 will 
be more than just a game between 
tl-e Chicago Bears and an all-star 
team of college players. 
It Is a 
match between professional and col- 
lege football and. as such, has al- 
ready aroused the old question of 
•which branch of the sport possesses 
the superior brand of playing. 


It Is my opinion that this game 


vill resulc, as previous ones of a 
similar nature have^n further proof 
that the pro players are better than 
their college rivals. 
They have 


physical and psychological advan- 
tages that are not ope.n to the cam- 
pus athletes. 
"» 


In the first place, the money 


player Is more mature than the col- 
lege student. He Is usually around 
24 to 30 years of age, a luH grown 
man. 
The college player, on the 


other hand, Is still a youth'and, con- 
sequently, his. body Is not yet able 
to withstand the hard knocks of the 
game as well as his elder rival. 


Football In college Is only one of 


many activities that make up a 
day's schedule. The student goes to 
classes most of the day and then 
spends only one or two hours before 
supper at the sport. However, the 
professional athlete devotes his full 
time to football. It Is his business 
or career and he keeps posted on 
the game Just as the merchant stud- 
ies the sales problems which con- 
front him every day. 
• The chief argument the college 
supporters use Is that the pro play- 
ers haven't the old college spirit. 
They don't go out on the field with 
the intention of giving their all 
for the dear old university. 
That is all very true, but when 


a man has a wife and a child or 
two to support, I'll wager he fights 
a whole lot harder than he would 
for dear old "Wherezit." .They are 
his alumni who spur him on to do 
his best to make good. 


The pro player's job and the size 


of his salary depend upon the cali- 
bre of his playing. He has to work 
hard at all times in order that- he 
will not be displaced and the pos- 
sibility of a reward in the form of 
a wage Increase, I imagine, would be 
Just as great an incentive as the 
college spirit to produce high class 
football. 
. . 


The professional teams not only 
obtain the cream o'f the college stars 
after they have had three years of 
experience on the campus, but also 
develop them more in the rudi- 
ments of the game. An all-Ameri- 
can hero usually does not continue 


his spectacular playing immediately 
on entering the pro circuit. He has 
to learn more football before he can 
compete against the salary boys as 
he did in college. 


A comparison of the Pittsburgh 


Pirates and Chicago Bears of last 
season offers an1 example of what 
experience means in pro football. 
The Pirates, a new team In the cir- 
cuit, gathered together the all-Am- 
ericans and other stars of the 1932 
season 
from 
the 
colleges. 
The 


Bears, on the other hand, were com- 
posed of players who had already ac- 
quired experience in pro circles. The 


I season ended with the Bears as 


I champions and the Pirates hear the 


I cellar. 


And with the pro game becoming 


more popular every year, It is likely 
that it will continue to improve.in 
th; future. With the increasing size 
of the gate receipts at the games 
the teams can afford to develop the 
game and thus keep pace with the 
public's demand. It is a business 
for these men and not just a part 
of the curriculum as is the case in 
college.

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PROFESSIONAL VS. COLLEGE 
FOOTBALL 
The football game at Soldiers’ 
Field id Chicago on August 31 will 
be more than just a game between 
tl e Chicago Bears and an all-star 
team of college players. 
It is a 
match between professional and col­ 
lege football and. as such, has al­ 
ready aroused the old question of 
which branch of the sport possesses 
the superior brand of playing. 
It is my opinion that this game 
vill result, as previous ones of a 
similar nature have^n further proof 
that the pro players are better than 
their college 
rivals. 
They 
have 
physical and psychological advan­ 
tages that are not open to the cam­ 
pus athletes. 
** 
In the first place, the money 
player is more mature than the col­ 
lege student. He is usually around 
24 to 30 years of age. a full grown 
man. 
The college player, on the 
other hand, is still a youth and, con­ 
sequently, his body Is not yet able 
to withstand the hard knocks of the 
game as well as his elder rival. 
Football in college is only one of 
many activities that make up a 
day’s schedule. The student goes to 
classes most of the day and then 
spends only one or twe hours before 
supper at the sport. 
However, the 
professional athlete devotes his full 
time to football. It is his business 
or career and he keeps posted on 
the game just as the merchant stud­ 
ies the sales problems which con­ 
front him every day. 
The chief argument the college 
supporters use is that the pro play­ 
ers haven’t the old college spirit. 
They don’t go out on the field with 
the intention of giving their all 
for the dear old university. 
That is all very true, but when 
a man has a wife and a child or 
two to support, I’ll wager he fights 
a whole lot harder than he would 
for dear old “Wherezit.” They are 
his aldmni who spur him on to do 
his best to make good. 
The pro player’s job and the size 
of his salary depend upon the cali­ 
bre of his playing. He has to work 
hard at all times in order that he 
will not be displaced and the pos­ 
sibility of a reward in the form of 
a wage increase, I imagine, would be 
just as great an incentive as the 
college spirit to produce high class 
football. 
. • 
The professional teams not only 
obtain the cream of the college stars 
after they have had three years of 
experience on the campus, but also 
develop them more in the rudi­ 
ments of the game. An all-Ameri­ 
can hero usually does not continue 


his spectacular playing immediately 
on entering the pro circuit. He has 
to learn more football before he can 
\ compete against the salary boys as 
' he did in college. 
A comparison of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates and Chicago Bears of last 
| season offers an* example of what 
{experience means in pro football. 
The Pirates, a new team in the cir- 
• cuit, gathered together the all-Am- 
j ericans and other stars of the 1932 
I season 
from 
the 
colleges. 
The 
Bears, on the other hand, were com­ 
posed of players who had already ac- 
: quired experience in pro circles. The 
I season ended with the Bears as 
champions and the Pirates near the 


And with the pro game becoming 
' more popular every year, it is likely 
that it will continue to improve in 
I th-* future. With the increasing size 
of the gate receipts at the games 
the teams can afford to develop the 
game and thus keep pace with the 
public's demand. 
It is a business 
for these men and not just a part 
of the curriculum as is the case in 
college.

That, in effect, 
was the 
offer 


broadcast throughout the nation to- 
day by the federal housing adminis- 
tration in outlining 65 ways—and 
as many reasons—for repair or im- 
provement of American homes. 


In addition, if the citizen happens 


to own property, the administration 
has compiled 17 other ways in which 
improvements can be effected. 


They are all contained in a 23- 


page booklet, titled "How owners of 
homes and business property caa,*?r 
cur the benefit of the national Hous- 
ing act." sent by the administration 
to bankers, builders, private citizens 
and regional directors of the FHA. 


Inspect Homes. 


The booklet invites Mr. Homeown- 


er to inspect his home for sub-cellar 
to roof, making his own answers to 
the following: 


Are the floors sound? 
Do the foundation walls leak? 
Are the basement stairs safe? 
Is 
the 
basement 
just 
waste 


space? Can it be used for recrea- 
tion and play room, laundry, garage 
or workshop? 


Now take a walk outside— 
Explore thoroughly for small de- 


fects that may result in big losses 
eventually. 


Check the chimneys, the 
fire- 


places. 


Make Home Liveable. 


Finally, improve the home to make 
it as liveable as possible, present 
the best appearance and still be 
fully protected from the elements, 
and promote the family's welfare 
from the standpoint of comfort and 
sanitation. 


The FHA went a bit farther in 


breaking down the "sales resist- 


•nmsleads Worn Syrup 


| ance" of the American farmer. In 
i gently persuasive language it sug- 
gested : 


I 
'The farmstead ns a whole may 


require repairs, alterations and im- 
provements which will save time 
and labor and add to the value of 
the property. 


Get More Eggs. 


"Well lighted poultry houses have 


an effect on the volume of eggs pro- 
duced. Perhaps you need a new silo. 
Fences may be repaired or new ones 
may be built. A new roof, paint, 
modern stanchions, new doors or 
structural additions may greatly in- 
crease the utility and earning power 
of barns." 


For the business-property owner, 


the FHA points out the advisability 
of making basement areas rentable, 
improvement of efficiency through 
addition of a sidewalk lift, careful 
tuckppinting of the masonry, new 
electric equipment, general renova- 
tion through painting up and clean- 
ing up to make the structure safer 
for tenants and more attractive to 
customers and clients. 


Good Investment. 


Further, the FHA advises the home 


owner in detail on how he may bor- 
row the needed money—from $100 
to $2,000—and lists the persons and 
institutions from whom he may bor- 
row. 


Concluding, the booklet advises: 
"Your building is an investment

WALES ARE RELATED 


A former pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church here, Dr. John Snape, 
more recently of Los Angeles,. re- 
turned last night again to the 
church where he preached 30 years 
ago to deliver a lecture on "Welsh 
Contribution to Civilization". 


Dr. Snape and his daughter, Miss 


Alice Snape, are visiting in this city 
for a brief time, stopping at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. J. Q. L.. Rob- 
erts on Park avenue. It was only 
recently that he resigned the large 
pastorate of the Temple Baptist 
church in Los Angeles, attended by 
3,000 members. 


Dr. Snape said last night In the 


lecture: 


"Wales is a little country of only 


12 counties, covering a total area of 
only 7,378 square miles. Its whole 
length does not exceed 14 miles, and 
it is about 100 miles at its widest 
point. 
Massachusetts beats it in 


size, and Chicago in population. 


"And yet \it may be questioned 


whether any nation of any size has 
ever contributed as much to Ameri- 
can civilization of patriotism, of 
education, of statesmanship, of mu- 
sic, of great preaching, of fine emo- 
tion, as have the descendants and 
representatives of. this little princi- 
pality. 


"The Welsh have a right to be 


proud. The people that can boast 
among educators an Elisha Wil- 
liams; among actors a Marlon Da- 
vies; among explorers a Henry M. 
Stanley; among editors a Benjamin 
Harris; among generals a fighting 
Bob Evans; among church leaders a 
Bishop Morgan; among inventors 
an Oliver Evans; among missionar- 
ies a Griffith Johns; among musi- 
cians a Daniel Prothoroe; among 
singers an Evan Williams; among 
poets a WEliam Williams; among 
writers a Richard Harding Davis; 
among preachers a Christmas Ev- 
ans; among statesmen a Charles 
Evans Hughes; among leaders in 
democracy a Robert Morris, and 
among Presidents a Thomas Jeffer- 
son—need not be backward about 
coming forward to claim a place of 
leadership in American life. 


"If the Welsh ever lose their an- 


cient simplicity and substitute for ;• 
modern sophistication that will be 
a good thing neither for the Welsh 
nor for American civilization.- In a 
recent year only 28 Welsh prison- 
ers were in all the jails of the Unit- 
ed States. 


"Of little Wales it may be said as 
truly as of Scotland, that they know 
the meaning of 
'Monuments of fame 
And scenes of glorious deeds in lit- 
tle bounds.'"
